SEC Reporter 

The next Open Meeting of the Students' Society will vote on 
a motion requiring all students who take office with a 65% 
minimum academic requirement to maintain that average during 
the tenure of their office, with a few exceptions. 



Exception will be made for the 
Chairman of MCWA and tlic Fa- 
culty representatives on the SEC ; 
since their terms of office expire 
on or before January 1 of tlie fol- 
lowing year, they will have over 
three months to prepare for exa- 
minations without the pressure of 
extra-curricular activities. 

Thus, although they must be in 
good standing with tiieir respecti- 
ve faculties • that is, have passed 
the year without carrying any sub- 
jects - they need not maintain 
65%. Any student whose term of 
office carries through into the new 
year, and who has not maintained 
his 65%, must resign if he cannot 
get a written authorization from 
the dean of his faculty stating 
that, in the Dean's opinion, the 
student's holding of office will 
not be likely to result in his aca- 
demic. failure. 

This ruling has not been passed; 
it will have to be brought up at the 
Open Meeting for the student bo- 
dy to ratify. ^ 

UNOERCRAD FINANCES

Nigerian Ambassador To Tlie UN 
Claims 'Charity Begins At Home' 

WINNIPEG (CUP) - "Non-alignment, dictated by the realistic assessment of the fact that 
we are engaged in national emergencies," is one of the first priorities of Nigerian foreign policy 
stated the Nigérian Ambassador to the United Notions. 



Addressing the opening session 
of ' the Conference on Common- 
wealth Affairs at the University of 
Manitoba, His Excellency A.M. Ngi- 
leruma, said that other priorities 
were "the complete elimination of 
Instances of colonialism, actual or 
vestigial, from Africa; African co- 
operation leading ultimately to po- 
litical integration". 

He said that it was necessary 
for Nigeria to devote all her re- 
sources to the development of Ni- 
geria and Africa. It therefore, he 
said, Is not able to contribute to 
any military grouping in the larger 
world. 

CREATE PEACE 

"We feel thai we. can better 
serve ourselves and the world bet- 
ter if we seek to begin our charity 
at home and if we contribute to 



the solution of the African ques- 
tion and so create a continent of 
relative peace," he explained to 
university students from across the 
country. 

In discussing the problem of 
African unity, the ambassador said, 
"It is the tragedy of modern Africa 
that this continent should have 
been from the beginning of its 
contact with Europe fossilized or 
even further divided and so re- 
mained over the last 400 years. 
EXAMPLES OF UNITY 

Tliere were, however, he con- 
tinued, examples of African unity 
in such federations as French West 
Africa, and British East Africa. 
"Also, despite the hundreds of 
tribes and hundreds of tongues to 
be found in Africa," he pointed 
out, "there is a prevailing shnilar- 



ity in social attitudes and also the 
eloquent fact of shared humilia- 
tion." 

The Commonwealth he described 
as recognized as a force because of 
the concern of all member nations 
"for the peaceful settlement of 
world problems. This is an atti- 
tude which permits free and frank 
discussion among sovereign equals 
in a language which is neither 
abusive nor calculated to make 
agreements impossible," he said. 

Throughout his address, Ngile- 
ruma stressed Nigeria's own peace- 
ful and stable evolution to auto- 
nomous government under British 
guidance. He felt confident that 
this experience of Nigeria's could 
be successfully applied to all of 
Africa and to. achieve the desired 
harmony and tiiiity.

NEGOTIATIONS 

Although a motion to negotiate 
with the executives of the two un- 
dergradiiate societies for the pur* 
pose of hiring a common treasu- 
rer was passed by the SEC a few 
years ago, negotiations never took 
place. 

Peter King, moved that the staff 
of the SEC office be asked to take 
over the bookkeeping of the EUS 
and ASUS for a trial period of one 
year, commencing July, 1962. This 
was carried. 

It was pointed out that the SEC 
would not take over policy making 
for the undergraduate societies, it 
would merely take care of the 
books, although countersigning of 
all cheques will be necessary. 
HUMANISTS? 

The EUS came under discussion 
again as.CounciloVoted to incorpo- 
rate the' Hiinianist' Society into its 
constitution. 

The problem wasn't primarily 
whether the Engineers are the so- 
le custodians of an interest in the 
humanities, although this was de- 
bated too. It was primarily a pro- 
blem in semantics. 

It seems that Humanism can al- 
so apply to a philosophic system. 
If a group of philosophic huma- 
nists should ever arise and unite 
at McGill, they might understanda- 
bly be opposed to joining the EUS 
sponsored Humanist Society for a 
discussion forum. 

DICTIONARY TO RESCUE 

With the aid of a dictionary, it 
was found that humanism can also 
apply to the study of the humani- 
ties, and the Society was incorpo- 
rated Into the EUS constitution, 
along with a White & Red Com- 
mitter and a Lower Years Council. 

Sociological Survey Chairman 
Richard Kaiser stated that letters 
telling students of the survey had, 
In many cases, not been followed 
up by forms for the Survey. Stu- 
dents who received letters but no 
forms may fill in the forms at the * 
SE<C office. 

A joint Union and Daily commit- 
tee reported that the stolen Daili/ 
typewriter has not yet been locar 
ted, and suggested that the SEC 
pay National Typewriter for it.

Fear Or Phantom 

Delegates to the recent convention of the Cana- 
dian University Liberal Federation defeated a motion 
whicli stated that Indirect financing of education by 
the Federal government through the provinces is not 
Intei^ering with provincial rights. This motion was shot 
down - in a close vote ^ because of pressure exerted 
by French speaking delegates (primarily those from ' 
the University of Montreal). 

With all due deference to the sentiments of 
French students, we are inclined to believe that their 
attitude is based on traditional fears (the venerable 
autonomy argument) and that it tends to neglect the 
practical side of the situation. The delegation from 
McGill summed things up well saying that "there is 
a need for some people to realize that some things 
can be done in good faith and not infringe on pro- 
vincial soveréignty." 

If we follow the. letter of the BNA Act, we are 
forced to admit that the Federal government should 
in no way be connected with educational institutions 
and consequently we should feel uneasy about cur- 
rent Ottawa offers to universities. However, if we 
consider the spirit and intent behind this aid, coupled 
with the financial requirements of education, we can 
readily conclude that these grants are necessary and 
should be welcome. 

As we have already noted in these columns. 
Federal grants are given on o statutory basis. The 
precise procedures for distribution ore clearly enun-. 
ciated. They come on a no-strings-attached basis. 
These factors ore hardly coridusive to the abrogation 
of provincial autonomy; Then too, the general avoila- 
'btlity of facilities for higher education is not such as 
to allow universities to be particular about the source 
of assistance. . . 

If vye were in any way obligated by these grants, 
it might be excusable to take an 'I'd rather be poor 
than compromised' attitude. But with no obligations, 
the provinces cannot use this excuse. 

The French delegates who were instrumental in 
the defeat of the motion then proposed that education 
could be improved if the provinces were given back 
those fields of taxation new under federal jurisdic- 
tion. This plan cannot improve the present situation 
end it could conceivable see some of the money noW 
being paid to universities diverted to other channels. 

We might also observe that grants raised 
through provincial taxation would almost certainly 
not be similar in the different provinces. Federal 
grants distribute the money equitably without regard 
to the relative wealth of thé various districts of the 
nation. This, we feel, is in keeping with the commonly 
accepted Ideas of equal opportunity and freedom 
from financial restrictions in education. 

We sympathize with the French in their wariness 
about infringements of provincial autonomy. In this 
cose, however, the prospect of Ottawa overstepping 
its bounds is almost complete fiction. French fears 
with regard to grants are a hangover from Duplessis' 
brainwashing program (In which his non-cooperation 
policy was defended in the name of provincial auto- 
nomy). Defending one's rights is fine but this defense 
should be directed against real attacks and not since- 
_ re overtures of friendship. 

If the Federal government starts sending sugges- 
tions with their grants, then we must put our foot 
down and refuse, but until that unlikely occurrance 
we have no cause for complaint. 



The most obvious alterations 
were done during the summer.

The new offices we- 
re also furnished with desks, fi- ' 
ling cabinets ond notice boards. 

Thé increasing operations and 
size of the Students' Society has 
necessitated an increase in its 
staff. 

The alterations to the SEC of- 
fice allowed for this* increase 
an^ for a smoother flow of traf- 
fic in the office. 

Even Healthy 

Our kitchen facilities under- 
went a major change during the 
summer and I think the results 
have been well worth the effort. 
The city health department has 
even congratulated us on our 
present operations. New chairs 
were purchased for the Grill 
Room, and these, along with tlie 
new curtains and additional ligh- 
ting, may account for the increa- 
se in the number of the women 
students using the facilities.

Faculty Discuss Cowardice

"Conscience and cowardice are the same, thing". This quotation from Oscar Wilde's "The 
Picture of Dorian Gray" was the topic of discussion following the ASUS Student-Faculty Dinner 
last night. Professors from six deparlrhents gave their opinions. 



Dr. J.W. Miller, Chairman of the 
Department of Philosophy, gave an 
equivocal verdict on the veracity 

of the Wilde quotation. On the one 
hand, it is obviously false, since if 
it were true, then "if you were do- 
ing a cowardly thing, you would bo 
doing a conscientious thing". 

Yet, on the other hand, Profes- 
sor Miller claimed, "no one does 
what he ought to do except through 
social pressures". Thus the state- 
ment is true for all people some of 
the time, and. for some people all 
of the time. 

CONSCIENCE A REFLECTION 

' Dr. Y. Yaffe of the Chemistry 
Department pointed out that often 
epigrams of this sort have nothing 
to do with what a man is trying to 
say, but are used for humourous 
effect. He concluded that conscien- 
ce is not cowardice, but merely "a 
reflection of what we have been 
taught, of what makes society 
tick". 

Dr. W. Judkins, Chairman of the 
Department of Fine Arts, said that 
the problem is connected with war. 
Certain recent thinking has held 
that war is "a product of civiliza- 
tion, a release of drives and ten- 
sions". However, he claimed, pre- 
historic man was originally preda- 
tory, and we can think of civilized 
man as "arising from these basic 
aggressive drives". 

Dr. M.P. Bryden of the Depart- 
ment of Psychology claimed that 
he found no difference in the acti- 
vity, potency, and novelty of cons- 
cience and cowardice. The only si- 
gnificant area of difference he 
found was in their evaluation. 

"Conscience is good while co- 
wardice is bad", he said. "It is not 
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nice to refrain from action Dccau- 
se of cowardice, while it is permis- 
sible to refrain from action becati- 
se of conscience". 

STREET OF MORALITY 

Dr. L. Pudelc. of the English De- 
partment drew a colourful analo- 
gy between conscience and coward- 
ide, and Feel rSt. and St. Catherine 
SL "Peel Street ^is' the street of 
Morality", he said. "St. Catherine 
Street, on the other hand, is a bu- 
sy, boisterous street, exciting but 
with many obstacles". A person 
who does not wish to proceed by 
either route will stay on the cor- 
ner; that is, he may use conscien* 
ce to hide his cowardice. 

Dr. F.C. Frazer of the Depart- 
ment of Genetics, suggested that 
conscience and cowardice are not 
the same thing, but that they may 
produce the same result. He also 
claimed that one may produce the 
other, and recalled a quotation 
from Hamlet — "Conscience doth 
make cowards of us all" — to sup- 
port this.
